The first SOCIALIST PARTY of Canada was 
established in 1995 as an amalcamation 
of several formerly unconnected Social- 
ist groups across the country. the 
Solshevik confusion of Socislisn, ably 
abettei by the cavitalists of th: dast, 
among other factors, caused the « 2cline 
and disanpearance of the organi ation. 
The Party was reorganized June 1, 1931 
in Winnipeg and has persevere s.nce. 
In Surone our “Sompanion Party, the SOC- 
IALIST PARTY of GREAT BRITAIN was fron- 
ed by a group of revolutionariss vhs 
had broken away from the British Social 
Democratic Federation. The S.D.F. ha 
become more reformist and leadershir 
oriented and less interested in basic 
social change. The S.P.%.B., organiza 
June 12, 1904, drew up the Object ax 
Declaration of Principals now embreced 
by the Socialist Companion Farties. It 
was published in the first issue of the 
SOCIALIST STA"DAW, Saptember 1904. 
Toe main differences between the Com 
anion Parties of Socialism and the var- 
fous Social Democratic Parties, both at 
the turn of the century and now, have 
been the cifferences that exist betveen 
a revolution to abolish Capitalism an 
reforms aimed at bettering workers’ 
conditions under Capitalism, which only 
bolster and perpetuate the system ar 
do not help the workers that much.

There was no doubt this time tne law of the canitalist class had been 
defied. Fines and jail sentences could be forthcoming. However, if 
words were facts the union representatives seemed prepared if necessary 
to co to jail over the issue. Sven if their words were part bluff the 
union membership seemed to expect such a stand of their executives and 
seemed ready to line up at the jailhouse. In the words of one wor- 
er "Lot the bastards put me in jail. My wife and six kids'll be ot. 
2 wolfare office the next day." FPerhans it was because of this mil- 
incy that no charges were pressed. Instead the Premiere invited both 
sides to confer at Victoria's luxurious Empress Hotel. The situation 
was tense and considered important enough that renresentatives of both 
tae B.C. Federation of Labour and the Cenadian Labour Congress were 
close at hand. 


begin with it appeared that the union negotiatine revresantatives 
woulc not retreat from the position of the mambership--no contract, 
no work. Indeed many unionists seemec ready to take jail sentences 
over the issue. Informed sources report that in nreparation at least 
some unions had nidden their funds and vulnerable :ninnists had tran.- 
ferred tnair homes into their wives names. However not all union rer- 
resentatives were so firm. Also, although the meetings were closed, 
there is a strong indication that B.C. Federation of Labour represen- 
tativ3s were pretty good at taking bows in the press but when the chins 
were down they were something else. 


The governments final proposal was that they would drop the commulsory 
arbitration on tne condition that the negoitiating committaes would 
recommend that their members would return to work. Deputy Labour Min- 
ister Bill Sends was to hand down a recommended settlement within a 
week. 


‘icn of the union membership were infuriated at this but the negoit- 
jating committees were able to convince a majority to accept the pro- 
position. Sands' recommendations amounted to small gains for some un- 


fons to no gains for others, relative to the canitalists' former offers. . 
Most of the trades accented the proposal but the more short chaneed ‘ 


ones voted rejection. The degree to which the trades avoided compul- 
sory arbitration is indicated by the governments threats of fines and 
jail sentences to those trades that might go on strike--a threat that 
in view of the smaller numbers, they would probably be able to and 
likely carry out without too moh difficulty. 


Tae lesson nere is that the workers concerned were havine to fight for 
richts that pork choppers (paid union officials) like tn boast of as 
alraady vained riehts. And their fight was not too successful at that. 
Bven at that this is a feht that workers will have to fight again and 
again as long as Capitalism exists. It should also he clear that as 
the workers unions est stronger they serve the capitalist class as 
much if not more than the working class. The fact that the government 
did not act »non its threats (it would have been more expensive for 
tne canitalist class if they had) adds eredance to the adave that dic- 
tatorship exists to the degree that the subjected class tolerate it.

Marx's works are not banned; they are simply 
misrepresented anc ostracisecd. Lecturers favoring ‘arx are pitied, oneare 
a .ittle and given limited opportunities to lecture. Thos opposing Marx, 
nowever dishonestly, are aimnirec and piven generous attention. %oks »ppos- 
ing Marx receive financing and favorable press reviews nore readily than 
thoss friendly to ‘“arx. The student exmrassing Marxian views is regarded 
as slichtly backwar:. e judpment that goes with him to the labor ma: ket and 


naniicaps ais job prosnects - unless he shovs he has outgrown his youthful 
eccentricity. 


In many ways "dangerous thoughts", as tne rulers of Japan sed to call then,

N.D.P. ROAD -- REFORMIST SLIND ALLEY 


A neighbor came over the other day from across the street with the news 
that he had accomplished a feat of no mean significance. He had discovered 
the cause of the leak in his earden hose. 


The hose had leaked intermittantly for 20 years. Each time he had wrapped 
mors friction tape around it, until the hose became unmanageable. He was 
compelled to disconnect it from the tap, and discovered that he had not put 
a washer in it when he hooked it up. He speculated that his wife had said 
something to him at the precise moment 20 years before when he first att- 
ached the hose and he had forgotten to insert the washer. 


Unavoidably a parallel came into view with this neighbor and his garden hose 
on the one hand and the wasted years of the social democratic parties like 
the New Democratic Party of Canada on the other. ‘Thsy persist in evading 
any mental confrontation with the social causes of the problems that éve the 
chief reason for their existence. The 1970 leadership convention of ‘1¢e 
Saskatchewan section of Canada's ostensible reform party nrovided further 
evidence of the bankruptcy of ideas in these organizations. 


Thirty-seven years ago, the Socialist Farty of Canada pointed out the anti- 
Socialist nature of the NDP (known then as the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation), by referring particularly to the first paragraph of that party's 
Regina Manifesto, a paragraph which, to the politically uninformed, sounded 
more Socialistic than any other part of its inaugural statement. Mainly be- 
cause it emphasized "the supplying of human needs and not the making of pro- 
fits." But it included "exchange" in its vision of a batter society, along 
with the promise of better wages and doles. Exchanve is necessary for the 
realization of the surplus values that the owners of capital exploit from 
the labor time of the working puhlic. The difference between what the wor- 
kers get in wages and what they produce is the surplus value, the unearned 
income of the tiny minority that owns and controls ths means of production. 
These things are economic pillars of capitalism; recognized as such since 
the days of Marx and Engels. 


In the October, 1933 issus of the Western Socialist, Cenada's only real 
Socialist Party also drew attention to the CCF's promise of "...compensation 
to the present owners."" As NDP Premier Ed Schreyer of Manitoba has just con- 
pensated the insurance firms of that province preparatory to the setting up 
of a government operated auto insurance scheme. And as the conservative 
oriented Social Credit government of British Columbia did when it national- 
ized the hydro system and the ferries. The capitalist class remains as 
owners. They merely need a change of name to describe their effortless and 
copious income, interest in place of dividends. 


CONSERVATIVE POLICIES 


Socialism basically involves a working understanding of capitalism. Soc- 
ialists in Canada during the depths of the depression knew that capitalism 
had developed the productive apparatus to the stage where more goods and 
services had been produced that at any time in the vast. Millions of neo- 
ple were destitute. The SPC, as usual advocated the Socialist solution,

common ownership anc democratic control of thase maans, so that all ~ople 
coulc have free access to them. 


Not the CCF however. In all their class unconsciousness ta#y merely aci- 
tated for improvements in the social sickness that caused the pmblens in- 
itially. J>bs for te unemployed (so that more unsaleable "surpluses" could 
ba produced); a state controlled banking system, (as has subsequentlv besn 
shown is a great aid to commerce); pensions and employmant insurance, (a 
wonderful wace depressant - workers who can see a dole coming from the boss 
do not resist tne pressure against real wages as hard); medicare, (wnich 
has the same effect on wars incomas) and other goociss to maks entreneneurs 


happy. 


When capitalism is in ths doldrums, ths position of its chief beneficiaries 
is great, relativs to ths class they live off. "Business" has been compared 
to sex. When it is good it is very good. When it is bad it is still good. 
And leftist visionaries ar4 always on hand to unconsciously serve the inter- 


ests of profit. 


The SPc noted this conservatism of the Manifesto back in 1933. As if to 
confirm it, Tommy Douglas, leader of the NP, said 23 vears later,- "75 

per cent of tne nrlatform we promsed back in 1933 has san intmécuced." 
(Weekend Magazine No. 34, Vol. 2/41). And mostly >vy avowed canitalist par- 
ties trying to govern the chaotic svstam. Thay have not been wasted years 
for the class that owns canital. The wealth that has accumilated in the 
hancs of the rich is more massive than sver. Their dominance over the rest 
of society more extended. And the social problems assaulting the useful 
section of the pomlation, if not greater, are as omninressnt as ever. 


The measures in the Regina Manifesto that Liberal, Procressive-Conservative, 
Social Credit and CCF governments have used to strengthen capitalism cannot 
take all the credit for livening up the system in this qmuntry. World War 
2, by sacrificing tans of millions of thea world's workers, and by destmy- 
ing a lot of the wealth that the workers were, as usial, denied access to 
during the depression, creatsd new markets and startes factory wheels go- 


ing arain. 


But like its U.S. counterpart, tna "Socialist" Party of America, the CCF- 
"NDP paved the way for newer, ever sfficient ways of fleecing the working 


Class. 


THE SAME FATLuneS -- REPEATBU 


If the CCF way of sunning capitalism had been different, and beneficial to 
the majority, there is no reason why they should not still be manning the 
bastions in Saskatchewan. Naturally they, as a government were blamed for 
the increasing social problems, as the workers and small farmers ars taught 
to do, when they were kicked out by the electorate. (They had achieved the 
honor of office in 1944). But there is no way of making ths system pro- 


social.

birth. And fittingly enough, the leadership contest (made necessary by the 
resignation of Woodrow Lloyd) was held in the Regina armories.

TV cameras and radio mic- 
ropnones were strategically stationed in the right spots for maxim cover- 
age. The fraction of tna working class that is paid to keep ths rast of 
oes class thinking in bouressis directions knows the value of publicising 
ents liks this. Yanners pmclainine the virtues of the varinus cancidates 
aspieine to be the exalted shepherd of the provincial flock were waving ev- 
erywhere. Ths hoopla was reminiscent of a U.S. Republican Party conclave. 


Unfortunately procress in thinking had not kept up to the progress in tech- 
nology used in the convention room. The myths of the old Manifesto (most 
of wnich are accented by all capitalist narties, and are a part of the laws 
of current capitalism) were repeated; some in new form. 


"Taxes are nigh to develop our resources for our veople." "Improved compen- 
sation." "Improve the nealth system." (Anplause). "Protect our cit: zens 
from the rampages of private enterprise." "Reduce school taxes to 25 per 


cent." (Applause). "Jobs for our young people." "Enrich the lives f the 
poor, ths Indians and ths workers." 


Tne CCF-NDP following hes never comprehended the class division of modern 
society, in spite of its sincere opposition to big business anc monopolies. 
A lot of left-wing liberals and small-business conservatives hav2 the same 
outlook. And tuey buy all the storiss of nationalism that help to keep this 
schism hidéen. In aworld bursting with productive potential and becoming 
a global village, 'DP'ers ars not satisfied with fractionalising the earth 


federally. They extol provincialism too. 


Example: A.5. Blakeney, the successful candidate - "Jur task in ths '710'3 
is to build a greeter norovince," and "fight all Liberals who are mis-man- 
agine our rrovince."

A bizzare reversal of roles in which ths main body, recognizing the 
inevitability of bicgegesr business capitalism is regarded as baing retrograd, while 
tne youthful minority, wanting to turn the economic clock hack 3 or 4 decades 
sses itself as beine progressive by comparison. 


"History repeats itself," said Marx, "first in Tragsdy, then in Farce," as he 
was quoted in the Western Socialist nearly 4 decades ago. And a farcical ending 
; was predicted for the CCF come NDP. It is tragic tnoat their mish-mash of pol- 
“ itical confusion for capitalism is still being casually accented bv many workers 
in Canada as Socialism. 


The real Socialist Party of those days urged CCF'ers not to sink into apathy by 
the failurs of reforms, but to join the SPC and concentrate on knowlsdge first.

DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
The Companion Parties of Socialism hold: 

4. —_That society as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means 

of living (1.e., land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist or master class, 


and the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth 
is produced. 


7, —-That in society, therefore, there is an antagonism of interests, manifesting itself 


as a Class struggle between those who possess but do not produce, and those who 
produce but do not possess. 


3 —__That this antagonism tan be abolished only by the emancipation of the working 
class from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the om- 


mon property of society of the means of production and distribution, and their d mo- 
cratic control by the whole people. 


4 That as in the order of social evolution the working class is the last cir ss to 
uchieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 
emancipation of all mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 


5, ——That this emancipation must be the work of the working class iteelf. 


6. ___ That as the machinery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, 

exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 
from the workers, the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these 
forces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- 
tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 


7 That as political parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 
{interest of the working class is diametrically opposed to the interest of all 
sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must bh 
hostile to every other party. 
Q |THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the fleld of political © 
‘action determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged ( 
Mabor or avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class of these : 
ve 
: 


countries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, and that poverty ma, 
1 to equality. and slavery to freedom.
